the Uitlanders of Johannesburg, cut the 
telegraph wires behind him to prevent 
his being ordered hack by the British 
government. At Krngersdorf he ex- 
pected to meet reinfurcements of two 
thousand Uitlanders. 

< hj tlie followinir day, Doeeiuber HI, 
there was intense excitement at .fohan- 
lu'sluirg, people hiirryinu into the town 
from the mines ami suburbs. The cen- 
tral cornnhttee of I'itlandiT citizens con- 
Btitnted tlieniselves a provisional govern- 
ment for the town and announced that 
ample provision would be made to defend 
it. The provisional government at once 
establislied itself and ^ent an ultimatum 
to the government of President Ivruger, 
at Pretoria, which proposed a confer- 
ence at Pretoria on the following day, 
Wednesday, but the eoniinittee apjioint- 
ed by the new government hesitated to 
go to Pretoria without safe conduct. By 
this time the news that Dr. Jamesoii 
iiad crosseil the border had reached 
.lohanncstjurg, and his arrival at that 
place NfaH expected hourly. 

Meantime the Boers who appear to 
have been fully aware of 1 )r. .Jameson's 
proposed raid met his movements hv 
gathering together a force of ."i.OiKl well 
equipped an<l excellently trained hunts- 
men. The Uitlanders bei^oniing alarmed, 
numbers of them left town during I he 
night in bands of 50 each, and hopes of 
assisting Dr. Jameson began to melt 
away. Later the comnntttfe of the pro- 
visional irovernment sent the following 
communication to Sir Hercules liohin- 
son, governor of Cape Colony : 

" We have information that a large 
liody of Boers has been I'oniinaniled to 
immediately attack .lohaniicsbnrg and 
shoot on sight all who have been con- 
cerned in the agitation. Affairs are so 
critical that we ask you to intervene to 
protect the rights of cit i/i'iis who have 
long agitated Icgtilly for their ri^dits." 

This caused a hurrieil exchange of 
cable messages wilii the home govern- 
ment, and everything possible was done 
to call baclc Dr. Jameson, but in 
vain. Eventually, however, the com- 
mittee of the provisional govern- 
ment of .Tohannesbiiri! went to 
I'retoria ami had an interview with 
I'resiileiit Kniger on Wdlncsday even- 
iiii;. The president, afti'r listening to 
the coniiilaint-i made, po imisivl to red- 
ress their u'rievtmees. give the I' it- 
landers representation in the '/ovi'i'ii- 
Uient of TraiL-vaal, ci,riebtde<l ti three 
(lays' armistic 'wth the insurgents, ami 
thus remove<l any further real cause for 
raising men to sui)|ii>rt Hr. .himeson. 
In the meanwhile the jirovi-sional gov- 
ernment retained control of .loliannes- 
burg. ticrtnans and Americans had 
during this time joined the national 
union, represented by the provisional 
government, and their example was fol- 
lowed by Africanders in general, by .\ns- 
traliiinsaml by the mi-rcantilc associa- 
tion, liiit while l'resid<'nl K rii^'cr lejr 1 

to grant the nuiin (leiiiaiid ni liie 
comniitti.'i! el the provisinntil govern- 
jneiit, he imposed terms upon them 
which aroused i he inilignation of the 
people of .liihannesbiirg whi'li the dele- 
gation ret II riieil and reported the result 
of its mission. In ei'fect it was claimed 
that the (jiily thini: which prevented 
further ujirising wtis the issuing of an 
Imperial proi:lamation forbidding all 
British subjects in any way to assist 
Dr. Jameson. Generai Joubert, while 
guaranteeing the safety of Johannes- 
Durg, if the town was kept ({uiet, inti- 
mated he would adopt most severe 
measures if any further demonstration 
against the Transvaal government oc- 
curred. 

The American" at Hand held a meet- 
ing at wdiich they telegrafibcii I'resiilent, 
ICruger, that while they were greatly in 
sympathy with liini, thi'v I'ould net 
help him unless he granted the reforms 
demanded by the I'itlandera. The Band 
CiormauH also held a meeting and sent a 
deputation t') assure President Knit'cr 
cif their sympathy and loyalty, altlioiigh 
they supported the demand for ri'form 
in the administration of the Transvaal. 
Thev also cabled Emperor William ask- 
ing him to bring pressure to bear on 
Great Britain in order to prevent her 
interfering tu'tividy in the alfaira of the 
Transvatil. Hespite the piicidc attitude 
of President, Kriiger toward the I'it- 
landers, the news that l>r. .lainesttn was 
figliting his way toward .lolianne.sbur;; 
raised such a storm of indignation iigiunst 
the liike\\-ai Illness of the provisional 
national union, that a second represen- 
tation was s(>nt President Kruger, d(-'- 
iiiiindi'ir I'lat Dr. .Tameson's column be 
allowed to enter and leave JohanneK- 
burg umnoh'sted, also that the govern-

j The Boers, however, also captured 
twelve prisoners. The British forces 
then moved southward with a view to 

lontllanking the Boers, but the hitter 
massed in great numbers near Valk-

all night so they reached N'alklontein, 
which is allot. t six miles fnnn .lobaniies- 
burL' utterly exhousted ; their supply of 
I eartriilges was about gone, and Die men 
I were netirly on the verge of starvation. 
' In '^jiite oi this Dr. .lameson's free- 
, boolei 's foie_dit stubbornly until noon 
1 against a force of alioiit 4,.siMI Boers sur- 
1 rounding them. Then the ammunition 
I having given out entirely, they were 
' compelled to surrender. The white flag. 
' however, was not hoisted by order of 
1 Dr. Jameson. According to the best 
; estimates about 150 of Dr. Jameson's fol- 
1 lowers were killed, and alxiiit fifty 
I Wounded. The prisoners ruptured by 
! the Boers numbered about 500, who 
; were taken to Pretoria. Among the 
wounded was Cajit. .John Charter Cov- 
' entry, secoml sou of the Karl of Covent- 
ry, in the Becliiiamdaiul [lolice service, 
wdio has since died. Dr. .Jameson was 
not Wounded, lie will be tried by <'onrt 
martial, and may ee shot or hanged, al- 
tlniiigh Inn ing saved PresidiMit Kriiger's 
life in bis ea]i;icily of a physician, he 
■ may escape with a less severe penal t v, 
especially tis the lioer loss was oidy saii.1

LO.SDON STOCK MAKIvEl.'. 

Tlie Financial Condition of Things as Seen 
bv the Correspondent of a New 
York Paper. 

Xi:w YoKK, Jan. 7. — The lOvcnint; 
Post, in its financial article to-day, says : 
"To-day's stock market, like yester- 
day's, rellei^ted for the most ))art the 
utter confusion into which the situation 
has now drifted. It opened very weak, 
depressed by a fall in l.oiidoiis, the early 
prices being far below parity. At the 
lowest range of the forenoon, 
however, there was a general move- 
ment to buy back stocks and 
pricesj recovered sharply. This buy- 
iUii was partly traceable to the usual 
watchers alter bar'^'ains. for many stocks 
had broken one or two points or more 
iluriiii; tlie opening hour. Some fi)reij;n 
short operatm's, moreover, apparently 
covered their contracts here rather 
than waitinj; for next week's 
London settlement. l''inally, tlie local 
specnlat us ljouj,'ht for a time on a 
widely circulated (-tory that temporary 
relief will be e.Nlentlcd to the treasury 
by New York capitalists or institutions 
between now and February 5. Whatever 
fotindatioii this story had, and it cer- 
tainly is to be wished that it is 
true, the plain fact is that under the 
law there remains during this period 
only one method of reliiit liy lIib volun- 
tary excliange of gold for treasury legal 
tenders. Towards the close the market 
be(!aine extremely irregular and un- 
settU'd in Rafhrs. The losses entailed 
are hecoinint^ heavy and serious. The 
Paris and Iterliii iiuirkets were Hat to- 
day, but the latter closed better.

li.uwNA, .Ian. 7.— It is stated that 
(ieneral de Campos hopes to re-oiieii 
coininuniiation with Hataljano ami re- 
inforce the strategic line between that 
[)ort and this, lately broken by the in- 
cursion of Gomez' army into the western 
province of Pinar del Rio. By strengthen- 
ing this line Campos hopes to pen Gomez 
in the west and break bis communica- 
tion, eutting him off from ro-inforce- 
nients and supplies, and eventually de- 
feat him. (lomez, however, is a;i|iarently 
oblivions to the ambuscade jire- 
pared for him, and continues 
to .ulvance further west, cutting 
the lineol P.ritish railway connecting 
Havana with Pinar del liio, raiding way 
stations, hui ning telegrajih otlii'es, teai-- 
ing iiji tracks, blowing up bridges and 
sur|irising the small government (Jarri- 
sons along the line of march, desiiile the 
proclaimed i)lan of de Campos for an of- 
fensive campaign. The strengthening 
of the forlilications about Havana goes 
steadily on. In addition, it is said ain- 
buscades are being placed in the out- 
skirts of Havana. 

lla\ana has not yet fallen, but it is 
surrounded so eonipletely and all means 
of commniiication are so ahrujitly cutoff 
that the inhahitants feel the uneasiness 
and ai)pi-ehensioii of rats in a cage. 
I'iven so slight an incident as the ex- 
|ilosion of a torjiedo in front of the Cor- 
ona cigar factory last night and the 
trifling lire which it kindled were sutii- 
cient to throw people into a fit of con- 
sternatiim. The terror was added toby 
the advent of refugees fj-om the 
.South who were lleeing to Havana 
for safety from the incinerated plants 
and dwelling destroyed. These in- 
comers bear tales that vast forces of in- 
surgents are ravaging the provinces, of 
till' pitiless cruelty of non-.syinpatliizers 
with their cause which is sufhcient to 
lieighten the terroi- of the Havanans. 
One of the most alarming of these 
messages was that the water works at 
\'ento which supply this city hail been 
threatened by the insurgent s with dyna- 
mite, and were likely to meet the same 
late of annihilation as the liglit- 
hiuise at Cabanas a scapoit 
town of considerable importance 
on the noi'thern coast. Many attempts 
have been made during the iiast '21 hours 
to reopen eonimuiiication liy wire with 
the ports and stations on both the 
Xortii and .South coasts, but they wee 
ined'eetual, as the rebels successfully in- 
terru|)ted all mediums. General Valdez 
and Col. .\riznn have withdrawn their 
foi'ces from the outlying territory to a 
|iositioii near the rity of Pegia. Geii(>ral 
Marin has moved his forces from Colon 
into the inovince of Havana. 'This 
marks theconcentration here of Spanish 
tioijps for the linal struggle. The ar- 
rival of reinforcements from Sjiain is 
anxiously awaited,

provisional Cuban republic ; Conzeal de
